VOTE OF LACK 
OF CONFIDENCE 


Charges Government Had 
Failed to Carry Out 
Mandate of People 


Contending that the provincial 
government of the day has “sig- 
nally failed” to carry out the 
mandate of the people by in- 
stituting a plan of Social Credit, 
failed to provide dividends for 
the people and _ failed to evolve 
policies capable of meeting exist- 
ing conditions, D. M. Duggan, Al- 
berta Conservative leader, in 
continuing the debate on the 
Speech from the Throne in the 
legislature on Tuesday, moved a 
vote of non-confidence in the 
government. 


Mr. Duggan’s motion of non-con- | 


fidence was seconded by John Ir- 
win, Conservative, Calgary. 

The non-confidence motion came 
at the end of Mr, Duggan’s speech, 
‘in which he summarized the gov- 
| ernment’s activ’ ‘es to date and de- 
ducted that failure had character- 


|ized its actions. 


EXTRAORDINARY ATTITUDE 

In summarizing the government's 
actions, Mr, Duggan declared that 
“One of the first acts of the present 
government was to rush to Ottawa 
to borrow money and at the same 
time, preaching a new philosophy 
that all our problems couid be solv- 
ed without external aid. We then 
witnessed the extraordniary atti- 
tude of a Social Credit government 
in engaging an orthodox financier 
in the person of R. J. Magor on the 
one hand and quarreling with

Resulting from the exclusive 
story published in The Bulletin, 
Saturday, a will made by William 
Watson, the South Side recluse, 
has been discovered in the files 
of the law firm of Loggie and 
Manley, Wetaskiwin, according to 
advices received here Tuesday. 
Confirmation of the finding of the 
will was given by Mr. Manley, who 
stated he had seen the article in 
the paper, and had immediately 
acquainted the proper authorities 
of the existence of the document. 

Under the terms of the will all 
Watson's personal and real property 
has been bequeathed to his wife, 
Sarah Watson. The will is a brief 
document, outlining the destination 
of the estate, but giving no par- 
ticulars of the property owned by 
the deceased. The will was made 
in 1924. 


US.A. APPROVES

Mr, Premier, you have fulfilled 
none of your pre-election picdges. 
You admit that you cannot pay a 
dividend and you say you are going 
to call a vote of the Social Credit 
groups, he continued. Mr. Premier, 
you are ignoring the 163,700 people 
who voted against the government 
or 4 per cent of the voters Mr. 
Premier, your salary is being paid, 
not by the Social Credit groups, but, 
by all the people of this province. | 

You are the servant of all the 
people, he sald, and it is to the 
people you must go.

ment in 19]1, two years before his 
time had expired. Sir Wilfrid felt 
as a statesman, that although the 
platform of the Liberal party 
always upheld the policy of freer 
trade relations with any or all 
countries, that only two years of 
his term of office had expired and 
that @ new mandate from the 
people should be sought. | 

The Laurier government did | 
not try to shift ite responsibility 

on the Liberal associations of 

Canada, and consult them. Sir | 

Wilfrid realized his responsibil- | 

ities not only to the Liberal party ( 

but to all the people of Canada, | 
and as @ statesman, he asked | 
them for a new mandate. | 

The Aberhart government should 
at once resign and consult the peo- | 
ple of Alberta for a mandate. If Al-| 
berta is to be represented at the! 
coronation by our premier, he 
should have the confidence of the 
people. 

PEOPLE FOOLED 

Premier Aberhart’s 
yesterday 1s an admission that the 
people of Alberta have been fooled 
and they sre to be fooled again by 
holding out the sop, that the 
Social Credit groups are to be con- 
sulted after the session is closed 
and the trip to the coronation is 
over, 

The premier is playing the game 
of the gambler who wants to bet 
on the basig of tails I win, heads 
you lose.

A PARTY PLEBISCITE 
In his Sunday address, Premier Aber- 
hart confirmed in full the advance inform- 
ation published in the Bulletin on Friday. 
He announced that his plans to set up a 
Social Credit system in Alberta had failed, 
and said his own political future would be 

placed in the hands of his followers 
That the plans have failed, is not of 


course news. But the formal admission of 
failure marks the end of the “experiment” 
as undertaken eighteen months ago. Basic 
dividends are out of the picture, so far as 
present calculations go. If there are to be 
dividends in future—though the promise 
Was not renewed—these could only come 
as the result of ‘cor and gradual 
pressure” to bring al ew economic 
order.” 

If the statement vague as to the 


future, it was definite and frank as to the 
past. The plans had fallen flat, and the 
fact had to be admitted. Wherefore the 
supporters of the Government are tu be 
asked whether they wish to give the Pre- 
mier a mandate to proceed “along another 
line,” or prefer that he make way for 
some other leader. 

This decision is not be be left to the 
party members of the legislature, nor to 
delegutes at a provincial conference. It is 
to be submitted to a plebiscite of registered 
voters of the party, who will vote in 


their several constituencies some time in 


a 


June. Meantime the Government will 
“carry on” until the verdict is known. 

The effect of this is to discount, in the 
matter of time. the new “program” to be 
translated into legislation at the present 
session. Since the Government is only to 
mark time for the next three and a half 
months, it is to be supposed all such legis- 
lation will be suspended until the polls 
have been heard from. It has, meanwhile, 
no mandate to proceed with the inception 
of any new experiments. 

WHAT IS LACKING 

The construction industry in Canada is 
the laggard in the movement toward re- 
covery. The Bureau of Statistics reports 
that construction activity last year was 
actually less than the year before, reaching 
the low point of 49.8, if 100 be taken as 
normal. The total of contracts let amount- 
ed to only $162,000,000, against an 
average of $428,000,000 for the years 1925 
to 1929. 

This helps to expiain why unemploy- 
ment figures stay up, and relief figures in 
some sections have moved upward. Not 
only are builders idle, but men ordinarily 
employed in a dozen lines of production of 
building materials are also idle as a result. 

Not much seems to have been gained 
by insistent urging that people build or 
improve houses in order to give employ- 
ment to others. That is not commonly done, 
and is not being done widely now, despite 
knowledge that general conditions would 
improve as a result. 

What is evidently needed is a renewal 
of faith in the value of property. Un- 
checked and prolonged deflation destroyed 
the idea that farms, town lots and build- 
ings are “real” property. These things 
became liabilities, not assets, in the dark 
years. They are still encumbered by high 
interest rates and high taxes. The pro- 
spective builder cannot see that he would 
have anything ieft, after paying loan costs 
and taxes, out of rentals. The home-owner 
in a good many cases has to pay up arrears 
and get the caveat taken off before he can 
think about adding the extra room or the 
verandah he would like. 

Reduction of taxes on property and a 
refunding of public and private debts 
would do more to stimulate building 
activity than any amount of perfectly 
sound argument about the general and in- 
direct advantages of building or improving 
houses in order to give employment to 
builders and those dependent upon their 
operations.

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The Acid Alkaline Balance | The Passing Show |SIDE GLANCES -— By George Clark

In today’s article I want to give you some 
practical diet hints whichsyou may put into 
practice with benefit every day of your life. 
These diet suggestions wil] be about the use of 
the alkaline-forming foods. 

In trying to remember which foods are alka- 

. 7 line-forming, it is well to re- 

+ member that the vegetables 
~¥ and fruits are in the alkaline- 
forming class. There are very 
few exceptions to this rule. 

Cereals and meat, while 
they contain elements which 
are of value to the body, are 
r - slightly acid - forming and 
: = their acid tendency should be 
Dr. F. McCoy balanced by including in the 
diet a large quantity of the alkaline-forming 
foods. 
The following foods all belong in the alka- 
line list because of the abundance of their alka- 
line end-products: 
Dried figs, olives, dried lima beans, soy beans, 
spinach, watermelon, raisins, Swiss chard, fresh 
lima beans, chestnuts, almonds, carrots, dates, 
parsnips, rutabaga, beets, celery, cucumbers, 
lettuce, cabbage, 
cots, string beans, cherries, oranges, tomatoes, 
bananas, peaches, dried peas, raspberries, grape 
juice, grapefruit, apples, mushrooms. pears, 
turnips, pumpkin, green peas, asparagus and 
other fruits and vegetables. 
If you have been advised to avoid the acid- 
forming foods, then your diet should contain 
plenty of the foods on the above list. 
The acid-forming foods include a]l of the 
cereals, meats, cheese, fish and eggs, but this 
does not mean that these foods must be elim- 
inated altogether. Their use within limits is 
beneficial and the aim should be to balance the 
acid-forming foods by using about one-third of 
the diet from this list and the other two-thirds 
from the alkaline-forming list. When this rule 
is followed, the body will be supplied an abun- 
dance of the alkaline elements. 
Very often the patient with acidosis will 
avoid the citrus fruits such as oranges, grape- 
fruit and lemons because they are so commonly 
classed as “acid” fruits. This is a mistake, as 
many experiments have proved over and over 
again that such fruits make the blood more alka- 
line. In fact, one of the most rapid ways of 
relieving acidosis is to use fruit feedings of 
oranges or grapefruit exclusively for several 
days, avoiding al] other foods. This method 
will quickly restore the normal alkalinity. 
It is possible to change the acidity or alkal- 
inity of the liquid waste thrown out by the kid- 
neys at will, simply by the kind of diet used. 
For example, the one living almost altogether 
on meat, bread and desserts will usually have 
a highly acid condition of the kidney elimina- 
tion, whereas the one who has lived for some 
time chiefly on vegetables and fruits will gen- 
erally show an alkaline reaction when the kid- 
ney elimination is tested. . 
One of the best ways to guard against the 
condition known as acidosis is to make sure that 
you use plenty of the alkaline-forming fcods, 
chosen from the list which I have given you. 
If you wish to know more about acidosis, I 
suggest that you send for my article called 
The Meaning of Acidosis and also for the one 
on Acid Fruits and Acidosis.

The great Lord Lytton said that never in his 
life had he spoken to a man, no matter of what 
lowly station, but he discovered there were 
things the other man knew more about than he. 

Recently I wrote as helpfully as I could atout 
the savagery of punishments under the provin- 
cial Liquor Act, whereby a licensed purchaser 
of liquor who takes a sip of the government- 
vended stuff in a public place is arbitrarily fined 
$20 and costs for a first offence and $200 and 
costs for a second offence. Then I met a gen- 
tleman of wide experience. 

“There's a very easy way to beat it if you 
know how,” he said 

On behalf of the customers 1 besought the 
secret. Briefly it is this: If a subject merely 
sips a drink in a public place he falls under 
savage penalties as aforesaid. If to this mis- 
demeanor he adds the grave offence of punch- 
ing the cop on the nose, his offence is no longer 
a misdemeanor but a crime, and he comes under 
the kindlier scope of the Criminal Code of 
Canada. 

The moral seems to be that if you resent be- 
ing forced to guzzle in a beer parlor or become 
a solitary drinker in an hotel bedroom, and pre- 
fer to sip your drink in the privacy of an auto- 
mobile, in an alley or other “public place” within 
the meaning of the Act, don’t get rattled. Keep 
your presence of mind. When the cop comes to 
nab you under the Provincial statute for a $20 
fine and $7.50 costs, remember to haul off and 
hit him on the jaw. Then you are charged with 
the grave crime of being “drunk and disorderly” 
and escape with a $1 fine and $1 costs. 

Thank you! There is no charge for the 
advice. 

The caucus system, carried to present ex- 
tremes, makes for dull legislatures.

Good advice, perhaps, as far as it goes, but 
this winter has seen the plains of the south 
covered with the dead carcases of cows that have 
starved to death. With no desire to detract from 
any credit due the hard-working and generous- 
hearted Pat, he came to the west when railway 
camps were at work on the first transcontinental, 
and contractors were in need of meat for their 
men.

women—the child.” 

Thus definitely and finally she | 
has been relegated to the home.

Straight Hair Better 
Than Kinky Tresses

Despite the fact that the winter | 
@eason still with us, Parisian 
coiffure stylists have hinted that) 
in the new hair styles designed for | 
wear this spring, waves and curis! 
fre not going to be as much in evi-! 
dence as they formerly were. 
Straight hair, they say, is far more 
youthful, and they are giving this | 
fact a great deal of consideration 
in designing the latest coifure| 
fashions, } 
They don’t meari, of course, that 
waves and curls will be out of the 
fashion picture entirely. But par-| 
tially straight hair will have an im-| 
portant place in many of the new 
hair styles. 

Personally, I don’t think that it 
will be easy to induce women to| 
give up their waves and ringlets. 
Curly hair is far too popular. 

As Ruby Keeler, dancing screen 
atar, will tell you, however, hair 
that is overly curly certainly does 
not look very well. And often, both | 
permanently waved and naturally 
curly hair appears provokingly 
kinky. As a matter of fact, per- 
fectly straight hair often presents 
a more attractive appearance than 
too-curly hair, because it can be 
neatly arranged and appear well 
groomed. While kinky hair has a 
most discouraging hebit of looking 
untidy and uncared for. 


TAKING OUT KINKS 

The best procedure for softening 
and smoothing out kinky hair and 
making the waves appear soft and | 
even is first to submit the hair to 
a hot oi] treatment. However, the 
hair should be brushed thoroughly 
with a flexible-bristled brush be- 
fore the oil treatment is administer- 
ed, for this will remove any ac- 
cumulated dirt, dust and grime that 
may have accumulated on the hair 
and scalp. 

The subsequent application of 
warmed oj] will help to overcome | 
dryness, and flatten down the fuzzy | 
lit‘le hairs that stick up all over 
the head when it is kinky | 

After the hair has been given the 
oil treatment, it should be thor- 
oughly shampooed and given a vin- 
egar rinse as the last rinse. This | 
should be composed of half a glass | 
of vinegar and a pint of clear wa- 
ter. The vinegar tends to soften 
the hair, and so overcome its wiri- 
ness. 

After giving the hot oi) treat- 
ment and shampoo, remove most of 
the moisture from your locks with 
a warm, lintless towel, and apply 
a heavy waving lotion. Then fin- 
ger wave your hear in wide, locse 
waves, and pin the waves securely 
in place. Permit it to dry thor- 
oughly, and then remove the pins 
and gently comb out your hair, 
pushing the waves back into place 
with your fingertips as you comb 
it. 

It is a good idea, too, if your hair 
is very kinky, to spray it with a bit

side boards to prevent passengers from falling out.

Dr. Ackland has always prepared 
these injections for me and, on the 
night in question, I brought him 
dcwn to my cabin with me for this 
purpose, as I anticipated having to 
enter jnto a strenuous conference 
with Blane that night after dinner. 
It, was customary for me to rest for 
a quarter of an hour after the in- 
jection, in order that the drug 
might take effect. I did so on this 
occasion, Dr. Ackland remained 
with me until I had changed and 
went up to the lounge for dinner.
